run Mount Wilson Observatory, and to run it 
well. 

For the endowment, MWRC plans to 
reach out to the business community of 
Southern California. They take the view that a 
marriage between business and science here 
would be of benefit to both. Funds from 
foundations would also be sought. 

This fund-raising effort will be launched* 
this week during a breakfast at the Los An¬ 
geles .Athletic Club attended by prominent 
people in business and education. A series ol 
gala black tie dinners are also planned with 
one tentatively set for June 29 on top ol 
Mount Wilson.

in the need to continue research that is going 
on at Wilson, and that if ended, the loss 
would be beyond recapping. Mount Wilson al¬ 
so has grants from NASA, National Geo¬ 
graphic and the National Science Foundation 
and these are expected to be renewed. 

Agreeing with MWRC is their scientific 
advisory council composed of representatives 
of the highest level of scientists. Chaired by 
Dr. Robert W. Noyes of the Fiarvard-Smith- 
sonian Center for Astro-Physics, there are 15 
eminent scientists from North America and 
Europe, including one who is a Nobel 
Laureate, who make up the council. 

On June 4, MWRC will further make 
known their plans at a meeting scheduled in 
Charlottesville, Va., of the American Astro¬ 
nomical Society. 

Thus, they fill one part of a two-part 
proposal they must submit to the Carnegie 
Institution. First, that they do have the back¬ 
ing of the scientific community. Fhe second 
part is to ensure the source of an endow-

It may take some help from the heavens 
above, but Sierra Madre scientist Arthur Fi. 
Vaughan is determined to keep Mount Wilson 
Observatory going. 

The Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
which has owned and operated the observatory 
since 1904, has announced plans to begin 
phasing out its support of Mount Wilson. 
For reasons both scientific and financial, 
Carnegie intends to concentrate efforts at 
Las Campanas Observatory, their facility lo¬ 
cated in the northern part of Chile, thus 
withdrawing their sponsorship here. . 

Dr. Vaughan is the scientific director ol 
the Mount Wilson Research Corporation, a 
nonprofit organization that has been formed 
for the purpose of providing new management 
to replace Carnegie and keep Mount Wilson 
Observatory going. MWRC’s task is astrono¬ 
mical to say the least, but Vaughan is op¬ 
timistic.

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Mountain safety 
cautions named 

As summer approaches, the San Gab¬ 
riel Mountains beckon to the hiker, back¬ 
packer, Jogger and weekend adventurer. 
Not only are these local foothills a favorite 
destination for the outdoor enthusiast, but 
too often the setting for serious incidents. 

With the cooperation of mountain 
search and rescue teams from across the 
country, a number of simple safety rules 
have been developed. If followed, they can 
help one avoid becoming lost or injured 
while enjoying the outdoors. Records of 
past rescues show that almost always one 
or more of these simple guidelines were 
not followed. 

• Let someone know your trail, des¬ 
tination and estimated time of return. 

By doing so, countless hours can be 
saved in response time by rescue 
teams should you need their assist¬ 
ance. 

• Wear adequate footgear and clothing. 
Weather can change quickly in the 
mountains. Heat exhaustion and 
stroke are as much a threat as ex¬ 
posure to cold. Equip yourself appro¬ 
priately. 

• Use regular trails and avoid all short¬ 
cuts. Most importantly, know the area 
and type of terrain in which you plan 
to travel. 

• Do not enter the mountains without 
one or more companions and, at all 
costs, do not separate from your hiking 
party. 

• Do not travel in the mountains after 
dark except with an organized group 
under expert leadership. 

• Carry a first-aid kit, drinking water 
and a flashlight with new batteries. 

Use water sparingly and carry high- 
energy food snacks. 

• Remain alert for reptiles, poor footing 
and falling objects. 

• Do not throw rocks at any time. 

• Do not enter any caves or mineshafts, 
climb rocks or trees or run on trails. 

• Observe and obey all posted signs, 
especially fire warning. 

• If lost, get to a high point or clear¬ 
ing and remain there until help arrives. 

At night, use a flashlight for signaling. 
Do not build a fire.

A challenge to Group W

Your reply to my ques¬ 
tion at the May 14 so- 
called “Bublic Forum” 
regarding whether or not 
Group W’s increase in 
monthly service charges 
complies with state reg¬ 
ulations governing rate 
increases, is most un¬ 
satisfactory. 

First, you include the 
former $3 monthly charge 
for remote control units 
to reach your figure of 
an 18% increase in my 
monthly bill. Since 
Group W refunded all 
monies paid by sub¬ 
scribers for this illegal 
charge, this cannot — by 
any stretch of honorable 
imagination — be count¬ 
ed as part of our pre¬ 
vious monthly charges (I 
never paid the charge). 

My increase was, as 1 
previously stated, 36%, 
and your devious effort 
to make it seem only 
half of that amount is 
one of the things which 
subscribers object to in 
regard to their relations 
with Group W. Shame 
on you, Mr. Biolsi. 

Secondly, you noted 
that three of my charges 
were for optional levels 
of service, but you fail¬ 
ed to note that if you 
count only the charge 
for basic service, the in¬ 
crease is 27%. 

In regard to my fur¬ 
ther request that you 
provide the statistics 
which would have been 
required in a deregula¬ 
tion hearing and publish 
them in the Sierra Mad¬ 
re News, you simply 
state that you complied 
with all the requirements 
for deregulation. 

We’ve heard that state¬ 
ment before, Mr. Biolsi, 
and if we believed you, 
we wouldn’t have re- 
qtiested a hearing. 

Once again, I chal¬ 
lenge yott to provide the 
statistics which prove 
that you have 83.2% 
penetration as listed in 
your statement of qual¬ 
ification for deregulation 
to the city council, dated 
Jan. 21, 1985. Your 
statement, of course, 
contained no statistics to 
prove your declaration. 

Statistics published in 
the May 12, 1985 edition 
of the Los .Angeles Times 
differ significantly from 
your statement, giving a 
^ cotisiderably lower pe¬ 
netration ratio. It also 
gives a much lower total 
number of subscribers 
than the number you 
gave at the “Public 
Forum.” Do you have 
some explanation for 
this difference? (Perhaps 
a large number of sub¬ 
scribers have simply dis¬ 
connected their TV sets 
iti disgust.) 

In addition to the 
statistics proving your 
statement of penetration 
ratio, I requested you to 
publicly answer the ques¬

Places to go 
and people to see 

The first of June is near and that means 
there is an epidemic sweeping the country. 
Thousands, actually millions of teachers arc 
experiencing the sadness of saying good-bye 
to the students whom they ha\e lived with day 
after day for a year. The melancholy begins 
to build the last three weeks of ^clurol, with 
all the end of the year events. 

In my first years of teaching 1 felt the 
heavy lump begin to build in my chest — 
something like the onset ol pneumonia. But 
since the inherited trait of saving good-bye 
easily is not present in my lamily. I was able 
to figure out what the trouble was. The truth 
be told — in my family saving good-bye is mi 
awful that it is avoided if possible. I here is 
crying even when friends have conic for the 
weekend and leave on Sunday. Never mind 
when we kids go to our folks' aiul stay two 
weeks. My poor husband really had an eye- 
opener when we were first married. Before 
that he thought I only crieil like that when I 
took him to the airport. 1 watched with eur- 
iosity our daughter's develi'pmenl to see if this 
trait would emerge, and sure enough, when she 
was 3. 

1 have observed over the yeais some very 
interesting coping styles for saying goiHl-bye. 
The most common one is a sort of inillmg 
away, kind of “pie-bying,” weaning away. 
Then there are those who pick little, or big 
fights. Easier to part liom an enemy? 1 hen 
there are those who make elaborate plans for 
getting together, dinners, letters, which are 
'never going to hafipen. 

What I make mysell do I call the “plunge.” 
Just jump in there with both feet. You know 
it’s going to hurt like the ilevil so get all you 
can before you’re through. VSith the children 
it means more hugs and kisses than ever. That's 
easy with “my” kids because they are are 
nursery schoolers. They need to hang on still; 
most haven’t learned good-bye strategies yet. 

Even harder for me is to say good-bye 
to the parents. At a parent participation nur¬ 
sery school the parents and teachers work closely 
together. And these mothers and fathers have 
trusted me with their precious children for two 
or three years. 1 am saying good-bye to fami¬ 
lies I have been part of for six and seven 
years. I know their scars and secrets. We have 
shared the growing pains and joys of young 
families. They have shared in the growth of 
my own family. The little imprints we have 
made on each other’s lives are indelible. 

This has happened to me about 400 times. 
I’m plunging and it hurts worse than ever. But 
I need to say thank you, I love you. I’ll miss 
you, and I wouldn’t have missed knowing you 
for all the world. Good-bye.

years. He is presently scientist at Perkin- 
Elmer Corporation, the company that built the 
space telescope. Formerly of Ohio, he and his 
wife Anne and their four children have been 
Sierra Madre residents since 1976. A grad¬ 
uate of Cornell, Vaughan received his F’h.D. 
from the University of Rochester. 

He says MWRC has in mind valuable and 
long-range programs for Wilson. The lOO- 
inch Hooker telescope (named for a Los Ati- 
geles benefactor), was first installed there in 
1917 and for over 30 years was the largest 
in the world. This well-built telescope and 
others on Wilson can continue to be utilized 
and are eontinually upgraded with the newest 
in electronic devices. 

Ihings have rarely been easy for Mount 
Wilson Observatory. .lust getting it established 
years back, meant transporting tons of steel, 
concrete and scientific equipment on the backs 
of pack animals heading up the narrow, steep 
trail or later in specially-built trucks up on the 
Mount Wilson Toll Road. But the observatory 
has provided a wealth of scientific achieve¬ 
ments, many unparalleled in the history of 
astronomy, and continues to contribute im¬ 
portant scientific achievement. 

MWRC would create a new institution for 
Mount Wilson, one that belongs to Southern 
California. Their intention is also to operate 
an observatory that would place greater em¬ 
phasis on the tremendous potential of edu- 
catiotial exposure for the general public in the 
science of astronomy, with upgraded displays 
and providing informative literature. 

Vaughan feels certain the need to continue 
Mount Wilson Observatory will be generally 
recognized and the finaticial support will he 
found. It is important for all of us to get 
itivolved, particularly in this area, since we sit 
at the foot of Moimt Wilsoti.

Teaching Your Child About Pets 

1 recently had a 2-year-old boy stay 
with me, for four days, he has no pets in 
his family, so he was fascinated by my two 
dogs and three birds. Because Michael was 
inexperienced with the care and handling ol a 
live animal, he needed a few instructions in 
gentleness. After researching the topic of kids 
and pets, 1 found experts agree that your child 
will not instinctively know how to exercise 
care in pet handling. 

A new pet should be \ouiig enough to 
grow with your child, but old enough to 
withstand some degree of roughness. Eor pup¬ 
pies and kittens, this would be 7-10 weeks of 
age. 

Parents set an example for the child in 
how to relate and handle the pet. lor this 
reason, you should be aware of how your 
child will interpret your actions. Eor instance, 
if your child secs you scold or spank the pet, 
then he will think that is good to do. 11 you 
must discipline, use a constructive approach 
in your training and explain to your child 
what the pet did and why it was wrong. 

Your child will surely love to hug and 
cuddle the new pet. Show your child how to 
properly support the pet and the right amount 
of pressure in hugging. child will naturally 
pull and tug, so he must learn not to do 
this to ears, legs, tail and set till. Exercise 
safety for both child and pet and haxe your 
child sit down during handling. .An animal 
will often wriggle around in your child’s arms, 
causing either the pet or your child to fall. 

Since a child will be curious about the 
habits of his new pet, you will need to show 
your child how to be considerate of the pet’s 
territory and privacy. Teach your child not to 
distract the pet from sleeping or eating. .And 
your child should understand not to take away 
the pet’s toys. 

1 have heard of few instances where child¬ 
ren and pets do not benelit Irom a relation¬ 
ship together. Of course, it is important to 
select the right pet. Next week I will oiler 
suggestions on matching up kids and pets.
